| SHOWING EASTERN SHRUBS. 
a woo’ SPECTACLE IN KEW 
GARDENS. 

In various places in Kew ‘Gardens, 

' particularly near the great Temperate 
“House, the attention of ‘visitors. is 
arrested: by bushes covered with 
bright yellow flowers. At a distance, 


states a.correspondent in the Morning 
Post, these bushes suggest Forsythias, 
well-known garden shrubs which 
flower early in the spring, but no! 
one ever saw a Forsythis in full 
bloom in January, Closer inspection

in winter, when their male. catkins, 
"called lambe’ tails by country ebildren,

' — Botanieally there is a wide 
, Gifference between hazels (Corylus) 
“and witch bazels (Hamamelis), and 
they owe a similarity of name to 
their resemblance when in leaf,'a cir- 
cumstance which led the eatly settlers 

in America to use the shoots found 
wild there as divining rods, as shoots 

of the common hazel were formerly 
used in this country, and are said to be 
used even now. - When witches were 

_ believed in, a rod of hazel was used 
to discover them, as it was used later 
asa waterfinder. The rod was held 

in the hand by a “mediom,”, the
